Gents, 


Well, it followed me home. It only took four strong men and a boy to lift the 
Johnson Desk KW in and out of the Tahoe. So now it is sitting in my garage behind 
the '69 Porsche 912 and doing a great job of blocking it in. My wife spotted it 
in less than 60 seconds and mentioned our long-standing deal to keep all my radios 
in my radio room. 


I have ordered a copy of the manual, but perhaps someone could tell me how to open 
the RF drawer? I have never seen something buttoned up like this. It seems to be 
intact and in generally good shape. All the controls work, although stiffly, 
including the little key switch in the bottom hatch. Believe it or not, the 
original owner had that key in a drawer in his kitchen and remembered where he had 
it. I hope he finds the manual, but I am not hopeful. He also mentioned a small 
audio amplifier and may dig that out - I think Johnson made one for this 
application, 10 W or so. 


Another question - it came with screw-out metal pads at the bottom. Does anyone 
have casters on theirs? What kind? I need to be able to push this thing around 
the floor. 


Any general hints on what to watch for as I try to bring this thing back on the 
air? The owner said it was last on the air in the '60's and worked well at that 
time. 


Known problem components? Lube points? Weight of motor oil to use in the fan 
bearings? My old KWS-1 sounded like a DC3 at takeoff. This thing has more fans 
in it. 


I will try to post the results of this refurb to the net after I get into the 
project a bit. 


Many thanks to those who had an idea of its worth. Estimates ran from $500 
(junker) to $3500, weighted towards the high end for a nice working unit. I can 
believe it - $3500 buys you a nice high-end transceiver these days, but that would 
not heat your garage in the winter like the Johnson.

I found one of the small Tripletts at a ‘fest abt 8-10 yrs ago, mod. 
3400. It's almost pocket sized, and I throw it in my hamfest tote bag 
everytime, just for the reasons you mention. Also do use it in the shack. 
Its' LCD display is closing in around the edges. I found another at Shelby 
this yr, in the leatherette bag, and in nicer condx, tho' the probes on each 
have now had new leads scabbed onto the plugs. When I switched the "new" 
one on while examining it b4 purchase, it powered up & worked fine. It came 
home for abt $5, a bargain. (I didn't haggle about the price) 

Also have a Triplett mod. 310, which is pocket sized, but came ina 
leather case, from the same guy I got the first 3400 from. 

I'm a sucker for old VOM's, got a nice Triplett 838-N, in a black 
bakelite case, recently, about like one an elmer loaned me in abt 1957. It 
needed a cleaning, but works fairly well, not real accurate tho'. Not the 


kinda thing I'd throw in the ‘fest bag, would be afraid of cracking the 
case. 
For the more accurate work in the shack I use a Fluke 23.

Hi Randy; 


It sounds like the ALC system in your 608F has a problem. It's a bit 
tricky to understand and troubleshoot but with care and time you can find 
the problem. I found an open metal film resistor on the ALC board in my 
'F. Although they are big, heavy and drifty the 608's are lots of fun. If 
you can find the frequency synchronizer you can get rock stable frequency 
output. The 5675 is RCA's industry number for what are selected for HP and 
marked with HP's 4042 number (or is it the 4043?). I wouldn't try to test 
the EC8010 on a TV-7. The TV-7 is rough on delicate, small geometry tubes 
like the 6AK5, 6DIJ8, etc. Substitution is the best test in your 608. 
Sounds like you are headed in the right direction.
